Siegel resigns 
post as Carter’s 
deputy assistant 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Mark A. 
Siegel resigned yesterday as U.S.

Siegel, 31, quit his role as Hatson

— The credit squeeze on 
farmers has forced some of them to 
cut down on their production — α cut 
which eventually may be felt by the- 
housewife when certain vegetables 
become scarce and costlier.

The director-general of the 
Agriculture Ministry, Avraham 


Ben-Meir, told The Jerusalem Post 
thet last year farmers growing 
produce for the local market receiv- 
ed 1L780m. credit for production pur- 
poses. This year, despite inflation, 
they are only receiving IL700m.. he 
said, 

According to the farmers figures, 
just to be in line with last year's 
credit, this year's credit should have 
been at least IL1.3b. He said that 
1L500m. to ILs00m. [5 urgently need- 
ed, otherwise the production of 
produce for the local market will suf- 
fer. 

Sharon told newsmen after the 
meeting that he hoped in a week or 
two the farmers would receive an in- 
crease in their credit. ‘'Maybe not as 
much as they have demanded, but It 
will improve their situation, he said.

Teacher held in. 
cash forgery 


HAIFA (itim). — A music teacher 
employed for 80 years by one of the 
city's well-known schools is being 
held by police on suspicion of forging 
about 160,000 in IL.S00 banknotes. 

Some two weeks ago local 
prostitutes complained that a man 
had ‘invited them to his flat and pafd 
them with IL500 notes that turned 
out to be counterfeit. The suspect 
wea pointed out in an indentification 
parade. 

He admitted in court that he had 
invited the prostitutes to his home, in 
order to allay his grief at the death of 
his wife some two months ago, but he 
denied that he knew that the money 
was forged. 

Police investigations revealed, 
however, that the teacher often ask- 
ed a school clerk to photograph 
musical notes for him and that he 
had on one occasion inserted δ TL500 
banknote along with the music which 
-he later used for his forgeries.

and fraud offences but was not 
prosecuted because he turned state's 
witness. 

Shlomo Bar-Adon had been 
suspended for five years by the 
Jerusaiem Bar disciplinary court 
after it was proved that he had brib- 
ed another attorney who set on the 
Taxi Licensing Board.

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Britain, U.S. in full 


accord on Rhodesia 


LONDON. — British Foreign 
Seerctary David Owen returned 
y esterday from the U.S. and claimed 
“total agreement" between London 
and Washington in the search for @ 
Bhodesian settiement. 

The Foreign Secretary added he 
was glad thet Andrew Young, blunt- 
spoken U.S. ambassador to the UN, 
had stricken from the record the 
triticiszms he had made about 
Br "s Rhodesia policies. 

ng had secused Britain of sell- 
ing out to biack Rhodesian 
moderates and to Prime Minister 
Yan Smith, in 2 telk with journalists 
in Washington. 

He was quoted in British 
newspepers 2s saying about 
Britain's tentative interest in sup- 
porting an internal settlement in 
Rhodesia which might by-pass 
Rhogesien guerrilla leaders: “What 
ere the British going to do? Run and 
leave ug with 30 years of trouble the 
wey they did in 19487" 

‘This the newspapers took as a 
reference to the ending of the Britizh 
Mandate in what was then Palestine. 

Soon after Owen flew beck to Lon- 
don, Britain's ambessador in 
Washington, Peter Jay, called U.S. 
Seerstary of State Cyrus Vance and 
prot sted against the remarks at- 
tributed to Young. As a result, 
Young issued a statement in ex- 
planation of his remarks and said he 
was withdrawing them. 

Nonetheless, traces of bitterness 
ran through the comments made on 
the situation yesterday when Owen 
left a cabinet meeting in order to 
give his version of what had happen- 
ed. 

For instance, in contradiction of 
Young's original statement, he said 
that Britain is “not going to run out" 

of the Rhodesia situation. ‘‘We have 
stuck it out for 13 years,” he said. 
“And I recall that the U.S. under 6 
previous administration actually 
broke the UN embargo by purchas- 
ine chrome from Rhodesia.” 

Qn Wednesday, the Carter ad- 
ministration ruled out lifting sanc- 
tions against Rhodesia and insisted 
on = role for guerrilla leaders in any 
final settlement. 

Calling the plan arranged by 
Smith and three black nationalist 
leaders a ‘'proposal," Vance said it 
was no more than “a significant 
step"' that would have to be 
measured against the yardstick of 8. 
more comprehensive Anglo- 
American approach. 

Insisting that the militant 
Patriotic Front be brought into the 
negotiations, Vance said there is no 
reason yet for the U.S. to try to 
remove international economic 
sanctions against the breakaway 
Eritish colony. 

He dismissed Smith's appeal for 
an ‘American helping hand" with a 
terse: “No.” 


Emerging from Wednesday's 


hastily-arranged meeting with 
Owen, Vance praised the plan's 
provision for univeral suffrage and 
an independent judiciary, but said, 
“Thefe are a number of things’ yet’ 
whith have nit“been decided with 


respect to.the transitional’ 


arrangement." 

Owen pointed out that the plan 
does not provide a UN role in 
monitoring the elections to he held in 
. Rhedesia. 

There is heavy political pressure 


inside Britain on Owen from white 
conservatives and moderates to 
accept the so-called ‘‘internal 
solution.” American strategists, so 
far experiencing leas domeatic 
political outery, are taking a lead in 
trying to bring the opposing African 
nationalists together. But U.S. 
planners also are concerned about a 
political backfire if no compromise 
is reached. 


If there is no road left open to the 
Patriotic Front but escalating the 
guerriliz war against Rhodesia, U.S.

joshua Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe are bound te turn — as they 
have warned — to the Soviet Union 
and Cuba for reinforcing troops and 
supplies. 

With up to 20,000 Cuban troops now 
in Angola, and 11,000 in Ethiopia 
along with Soviet advisers and 
miliary supplies, there will be a 
strong Soviet-Cuban inclination to 
make a new commitment in 
southern Africa “where the stakes 
are much greater,” an administra- 
Hon official sald.

In Salisbury, Rhodesia’s white 
minority government yesterday was

TURIN (AP). — The 15 founders of 
Italy's most active urban guerrilla 
gang, the Red Brigades, went on 
trial yesterday for the third time in 
two years amid unprecedented 
security measures, The group im- 
mediately threatened the jurors. 

“Tt is not possible to try the 
revolutionary proletariat,’ defen- 
dant Paolo Ferrari told the court ina 
statement.

Here was a 
well-to-do 2,500-year-old community 
of 135,000, which hed predated the 
Arab conquest by more than 1,000 
years. Yet by March, 181 about 130,- 
000 of them hed left the country with 
nothing but the clothes on their 
backs. Today there are only about 
400 Jews left in fraq. 

“Such an ancient community 
could uproot itself so completely m 
80 short 8 time only because it could 
Rot go on living there. I remember 
only too well the pogrom staged in 
1941 by the pro-Nazi Rashid Al. Our 
own house was surrounded by about 
50 rioters armed with knives and 
clubs. My mother was kidnapped.” 
Jews were pulled off buses and 

in the streets. Homes 
were invaded and girls raped. This 
was only a foretaste of what waa to 
come. With the establishment of 
Israel, Jews in Iraq became virtual 
hostages. Wealthy Jewa, ‘who were 
very far from Zionism," were im- 
prisoned on charges of supplying the 
Zionists with arms. One millionaire, 
Shafiq Ades, of Besra, was hanged 
outside his mansion, and the 
seized his $5 million-worth of 
holdings. In one town a Jew was ac- 
cused of injecting cholera germs into 
water drunk by Arab children.

He waa sure that by thus 
suddenly ‘flooding’ Israel with such 
a large number of Jews, he would 
cause the young state to buckle un- 
der the burden and thus destroy it.’

Tn recent years some Arab states, 
including Iraq, have begun inviting 
Jews back, “Can the Jews really go 
back to those countries without risk 
to life or liberty?"’ Ben-Porat asks. 
“WOJAC's reply to the Iraqi invita- 
tion was to ask which gallows and 
dungeona we were being asked to 
come back to. The same applies to 
the other Arab countries. Can Egypt, 
which had its own prisons and 

pogroms, guarantee that returning 
Jews will not one day be made 


scapegoats for alleged sins of Israel . 


and of the Jewish people in general? 
Since Israel does not plan ta dis- 
appear, !t will continue to exist as an 
excuse for would-be persecuters of 
the Jews." 


THE MESSAGE that Ben-Porat 
brought to Arab students on U.S. 
campuses “was simple," he says. 
“At best -- I told them — we were 
tolerated amongst you as aafal al- 
Safilin (the lowest of the lowly). And 
this was long before the advent of 
Zionism, Later, Jews were fn the 
vanguard of Arab independence 
movements, only to be pald back 
with pogroms. We tried living with 
you as members of one family, but 
we were shown that we could not do 
so. But this does not mean that we 
cannot co-exist separately and In 
peace.” 

The organizers of his 
tour “expected that I would be 
mobbed and prevented from speak- 
ing. Instead, after it was over Arabs 
would come up to me to shake my 
hand. The fact is that the case of 
Jews from Arab countries fs power- 
ful and catches even the most ardent 
PLO supporters off their 

This case, Ben-Porat insists, 
“must feature in any Middle East 
peace talks. Not only did the Jews 
leave behind considerable personal 
and communal property, but they 
also abandoned their portion in the 
national wealth of the Arab states — 
of the oil and land resources. Those 
Jews are entitled to compensation 
tor all this, There were about 850,000 
Jews in the Arab world in 1948; today 
the number Is down to 25,000. The at- 
titude of the Arab states to Jewish 
claims will to some extent be a 
touchstone of the sincerity of their 
professions about wanting peace." 

Ben-Porat says that "it is impor- 
tant that not only the public overseas 
realize this often obscured and 
neglected facet of Middle Eastern 
history. Our own youth have to be 
made aware of it as well, if they are 
to have a balanced view of events in 
this region. The school system, 
which has ‘Hirbet Hiza’ as an in- 
tegral part of its curriculum, must 
not neglect to teach Israel! children 
what happened to Jews beyond the 
frontiers of this land.”

THE BELIEF in the cleverness of 
Jews is stili widespread, and it 15 for 
this reagon perhaps more than for 
any other that the conduct of Israeli 
foreign policy has caused so much 
incredulity in the world's capitals. 
Surely, it has been argued, even men 
of average political intelligence and 
instincts could not possibly be guilty 
of such ineptitude? Surely, beneath 
the seeming incompetence there 
must be some hidden grand design 
Ukely to ensure to Israe! peace and 

ty; but for such an overall 
concept Israeli foreign policy 
appears quite incomprehensible, 
damaging to her interests in every 
conceivable respect. 

These assumptions are as flatter- 
ing 85 they are baseless. One could 
think of mitigating circumstances: 
There were, after all major sins of 
omissions and commissions well 
before the present government came 
to power; there is no reazon why 
Jews who had no state of thelr own 
for so many centuries should show 
greater wisdom, maturity end far- 
sightedness than other nations; it 
could be said that the negative habits 
acquired in three decades of opposi- 
tion by the new Israeli leaders can- 
not reasonably be expected to dis- 
gppear overnight. It can be argued 
that there is no surfeit of farsighted 
statesmen anywhere in the world In 
this age of mediocrity and that, in 
any case, it has been known for long 
that a brilliant orator or a great 
general do not necessarily make 
competent stateamen; the qualities 
needed for success in these flelda are 
quite different. 

One could think of ἃ great many 
mitigating circumstances, but unfor- 
tunately world politics are a cruel 
business, far more so than 4 court of 
‘law: Mitigating circumstances do 
not count, only results, and there is 
no higher court of appeal. There are 
those famous tides in the affairs of 
men of which Shakespeare wrote, 
which, taken at the Mood, lead on to 
fortune: ‘‘On such a full sea are we 
now afloat, and we must take the 
current when it serves, or lose our

Housing is a sellers’ market 


MORGENSTERN that there is a buy- 
ing boom the size of which has not 
been seen since the early 1970s. 


became clear to The Post’s JOSEPH 


couple relate that even before they 
took occupancy of their newly- 
purchased four-room apartment in 
Ramat Aviv, the seller offered them 
$50,000 to release him from the con- 
tract. A local businessman refused 
to sell a villa in Savyon for I.900,000 
last September. He feels that he can 
now cloze‘a deal for IL2m. 

A leading Te! Aviv real estate 
broker concedes that there in a 
buyers’ boom. However, he is not 
happy about the situation, as he is 
faced with a “merchandise shor- 
tage’. Apartments for rent are even 
scarcer than those for sale. A young 
Dutch woman has been searching in 
Tel Aviv for a two-room apartment 
for several months, but to no avail. 
She finally settled for a larger flat in 
Herzliya Bet at $200 a month. 


The severe shortage of housing, es- 
pecially in the three major cities, 
stems from the ongoing recession in 


the building industry over the past - 


several years. In a report prepared 
for the country’s leading 


i banking 
group, the current situation becomes 


very clear. 

In 1977 onty 23,000 housing starts 
were recorded. This is some 35 per- 
cent of the record year, 1972, wi 
68,000 starts were made. The report 
estimates that by the end of the 
current year the stock of all types of 
unsold housing units will drop from 
47,000 to 35,000. 

In 1978 the private sector, when 
taken alone, will probably ahow. 


will remain unsold by the end of the 
year. In spite of an rise in 
building starts, paradoxically 
enough, the building will 
probably remain in recession for at 
least another year. 

All in all, 1977 was a year of con- 
tinued tion for the building 
trade. The public building sector 
fared even worse than private 

. The general tendency was 
to hold back from large-scale 
building starts in preference to 
reducing stocks. 

In the annual report for the 
shareholders of the Israel Develop- 
ment and Mortgage Bank, some in- 
teresting points are brought out. 
Building costs have been steadily on 
the increase while the prices of flats, 
until November 1977, had risen to a 
lesser extent than the cost-of-living 
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index. This-situation justified those 
potential buyers who postponed their 
purchases. 

The report further points out that 
since the introduction of the New 
Economic Policy last October, we 
are witnessing changes of approach 
to the building Industry. The 
Mintstry of Housing and the 
Treasury have clearly stated that 
the government will reduce its in- 
tervention in economic activities 
generally and housing in particular. 
One of the results of the NEP will be 
8. further reduction of building on the

Since the beginning of the current 
year more and more people have 
shown ἃ readiness to purchase new 
flats, But the relatively small supply 
available is pushing prices 

with this trend it also appears 
that the public which at the end of 
the year withdrew massive sums 
from the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, 
turned its attention to investments in 
real estate. Unofficial estimates put 
purchases, in the past two months 
alone, at IL300m. to IL500m.

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Who runs the radio? 
YESTERDAY'S flash strike on the radio has all the signs of be- 
ing part of an epidemic caused by the government's failure to 
deal effectively with the latest spate of labour troubles. 

The petty details which led to the shutdown of the radio broad- 
casts are immaterial: Suffice it to say that the radio technicians 
saw fit to strike the entire service because of a jurisdictional 
dispute with the radio journalists. 

A similar penchant for recourse to extreme action was evinc- 
ed in the months leading up to last May's national elections. The 
explanation at that time was that somewhere in the back of the 
minds of works committee hotheads was the conviction that a 
Labour government, fighting for its political life, would not dare 
dea! with strikes forcefully. 

They were right. Strikes vanished miraculously, after the 
Likud's electoral win and during the first months of the new 
government's tenure. Today we are back at square one in which 
local labour leaderz are again convinced that the present 
government's bite is toothless like that of its predecessor. 

If the’ authorities do not react forcefully to this latest inane 
strike, they can be certain that other labour leaders will learn 
the lesson. The advantage of the radio is that it is a convenient 
arena for the government to show how tough it really can be if it 
chooses to stand up for the public's rights. 

Dismissing those responsible for yesterday's shutdown is 
what should be done by any government that views itself as a 
representative of the public which pays for the operations of the 
broadcasting service, rather than a representative of the highly 
paid interest groups that operate the service. 

Failure by the government and the new Broadcasting 
Authority to act firmly will only lead to a further deterioration 
of the already abysmal work discipline in the electronic media. 


And now the Arye 


THE DECISION of the Knesset's Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee that Israel should go ahead and develop the Arye as 
a next-generation supersonic combat aircraft for the 1980's coin- 
cides with the announcement that there fs a good chance of 
booking a sale of the Kfir fighter to Taiwan for $500m. 

There is a connection between the two events. The difficulty 
about developing, designing and constructing the Arye is that 
the project is monstrously expensive. The Finance Ministry is 
understandably opposed for budgetary reasons. The Defence es- 
tablishment is opposed on the basis of the traditional argument 

- that Israel can get more planes for the same money by impor- 
ting them ready-made from the U.S. 

‘The general feeling is that it would be a dead-end investment. 
What is the point of putting hard cash in the billions into the 
production of an article that neither earns nor saves dollars? 

If the sale of the Kfir goes ahead, the picture 1s different. This 
transaction would put Israel on the world map, at least as a 
promising beginner, in the aircraft manufacturing industry. 
Taiwan's experience with the plane would be followed with in- 
terest by other governments. The problem is always to get the 
firat customer; getting the second becomes easier. 

If the Arye project is an investment not only in defence, but in 
the export business too, the arguments in favour become 
stronger. Should the Kfir prove a success in the hands of its 
foreign customer, then a bigger production run can he en- 
visaged for its successor model. Output will be planned both for 
the domestic and the foreign markets, which should reduce unit 
costs. 

Tt will still be difficult to find investment funds on the scale 
required. The need at the moment is to cut outlay in the public 
sector, not increase it. Certain areas of expenditure have to be 
reduced, mainly in the field of consumption; others, however, 

’ must be expanded, mainly in the field of production. 

The Arye belongs — at least in part — tothe second category. 
If, in addition, such a costly effort in high technology can 
diminish in some measure Israel's dependence for survival on 
the goodwill of foreign supplier governments, that may well 
prove to be a side effect which outweighs the pure economic 
calculation. 

In any case this would seem to be a typically complex issue 
which could benefit from more systematic analysis.

DURING MOST of his. first nine 
months in office, Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman, his nose to the 
Br ipentons has peed one of the 
quietest and most tight-Hpped of Mr. 
Begin’s ministers, This stance was 
80 at variance with his life-long flam- 
boyant. life-of-the-party image that 
it was taken as final corroboration of

This week it seerned that the older, 
more famillar, Ezer had been flush- 
ed out.

This interpretation is highly 
questionable. Not that the time for 
that will not come. There should be 
no mistake about it: Ezer Weizman 
has been in the running for the 
premiership since hia meteoric entry 
into politics straight from his post as 
deputy chief of staff in 1969, But the 
time is not yet ripe. 

With regard to this week's 
dramatic events, it would seem that 
Weilzman was so openly provoked 
that he had no alternative but to 
strike back with the perhaps inten- 
tonally telephone con- 
versation with Prime Minister 
Begin. He had left the country on 
Sunday with the clear understanding 
that the decision in his favour on the 
Kadesh Barnea incident meant that 
nothing more would be done on the 
incendiary issue of the settlements 
until he and Prime Minister Begin 
returned from their meeting with 
President Carter and other U.S. ad- 
ministration leaders. 


Instead, urgent calls from his in- 
timates here Informed him that 
development work that he had ex- 
pressly forbidden at the Nebi Salah 
and Beit ΕἸ sites in Samaria was to 
be pushed forward in his absence at 
the urging of Sharon with the ac- 
quiescence of the Prime Minister 
and Deputy Prime Minister. 

His decision to put his foot down 
before he Is ready for a confronta- 
tion, indicates that he regarded this 
as too a direct challenge to his 
authority as minister in charge of 
the administered territories to be 
passed off without undermining his 
political power,

POSTSCRIPTS Pe - -- 


WITH THE untimely death of Dr, 
Yaakov Herzog six years ago, Israel 
lost one of her most brilliant and far- 
seeing diplomatists, a man whose 
sense of historical perspective and 
powers of persuasion would stand us 
in good stead today. 

As far back as 1971, Herzog noted 
in an address delivered in Durban on 
the eve of Israel’s 24th anniversary 
“a subtle, incipient’ change among 
the Arabs, ‘‘a questioning with 
regard to the wisdom of their course 
until now”. Nevertheless, despite 
this new perspective, Israel had to 
stand firm on matters affecting its 
security. 

“'We believe’’, he satd ‘that if we
